blood, an increaſed reſiſtance to the force and 
action of the heart, ruptures of the veſlels, 
(eſpecially in thoſe parts where they are moſt 
nne and tender, as in the brain and lungs, ) 
obſtruftions, compreſſions, perverted ſecre- 
tions and excretions, hemorrhages, vertigos, 
apoplexies, and even death itſelf. 


The prediſpoſing cauſes to a Plethora are a 
good conſtitution and a ſound and ſtrong ſtate 
of the veſſels and viſcera, more eſpecially if 
aà greater quantity of nutritious aliments 
ſhould have been indulged in, than ſuffice for 
the ſupport and nouriſhment of the body ; 
or if a natural, or an accuſtomed artificial 
evacuation of blood ſhould have been ſup- 
preſſed or neglected. 


The curative intention will conſiſt in deple- 
ting the veſſels and attenuating the denſe rich 
blood; and this can only be effected by co- 
pious blood-lettings ; lenient purgatives, the 
volatile and neutral ſalts, and plenty of warm 
diluting liquors may likewiſe be given to ad-

adequate to ſuch effects. — And this general 


cauſe is perhaps no other than an obſtructed 


perſpiration, or a ſtoppage of the cutaneous 


excretion by cold, which generally proves the 


occaſional cauſe of our internal inflammato- 
ry, and other acute febrile complaints. 


Every Inflammation muſt either be ter- 
minated by Reſolution, Suppuration, or Gan- 
grene, — Of theſe, Reſolution is by much 
the . moſt eligible and defireable event, and 
ought by all means to be promated ; eſpe- 


cially if it ſhould happen in an internal part, 


or any of the viſcera. 


To procure this defireable termination. 


by Reſolution, our firſt attempt muſt be, 
to reduce the febrile impetus to proper 
bounds, and to remove, or at leaſt to di- 
maniſh, the cauſe of the diſeaſe, and abate 
the increaſed oſcillatory contractions of the 
veſſels : to effect which, blood-letting, eſpe- 


cally in the beginning, is one of the moſt. 


powerful means, and muſt be repeated ac- 


cording to the urgency of the ſymptoms and 


violence of the fever. 


Afterwards, to promote the excretions, and 


expel the cauſe of the Inflammation, the re- 


guline preparations will prove highly benefi- 
cial, and claim the preference to all other 
medicines, — It will be beſt to give them in 
ſuch doſes as will gently puke the patient, 


and repeat them at the diſtance of twelve or

A N involuntary or morbid contraction of 
any muſcle, or muſcular part, is called 
à convulſion. | £2 


This can only happen from an increaſed 
and irregular determination of the nervous in- 
fluence into the muſcles of the affected parts; 
which 15 owing either to an irritaticn in the 
encephalon itſelf, or upon ſome other part of 
the nervous ſyſtem ; alſo to paſſions of the 
mind; to inanition, or an emptineſs of the 
veſſels from profuſe evacuations; or to Aa 
weakneſs and laxity of the nervous and muſ- 
cular ſyſtems. FF 


Spaſmodic complaints are ſometimes at- 
tended with pain, at others not. FO 

A ſpaſmodic is to be diſtinguiſhed from an 
inflammatory pain by an attention to the pulſe, 
and the nature and effects of the pain itſelf : 
The pulſe in an inflammation 1s always quick- 
cr than natural, and generally full hard ard 
tenſe; the pain likewiſe is æquable, throb- 
bing, and unremitting : but in a ſpaſmodic

HE Rickets is a diſeaſe to which chil- 

BE dren alone are liable, from the fourth 
month to about the fifth or fixth year of their 
age: Is owing to laxity; and brought on by 
the cauſes, which have been aſſigned as pro- 
ductive of relaxed ſolids in general. 


May be diſtinguiſhed by a general weak- 
neſs, a relaxed and bloated countenance, a 
curvature of the bones, and an enlargement 
of their extremities. 


The indications of cure will conſiſt in 
ſtrengthening the habit, and reſtoring to their 
tone, or ſigure, the parts that may have been 


vitiated or diſtorted. 


As from the relaxed ſtate of the primæ 
vie, 4 quantity of pituitous homours are for 
the moſt part lodged in the * cmach and in- 
teſtines, a few grains of ipecacuanha, as an 
emetic, may be adminiſtered; and now and 
then a gentle purge of rhubarb, with nut- 
meg, the elix. aloes, the tinct. ſacra, or 
ſome other warm ſtomachic purgative. 


But we are principally to depend upon the 
bracing ſtrengthening regimen, chalybeates, 


the bark, the cold bath, and exercife of the 
body.— The chalybeate preparacions, No. . 
in proper doſes, according to the age \ug

the patient, will be extremely adviſeable. — 
Or, the mars ſaccharatus of the Edinburgh 
Pharmacopœia, which is an elegant and 
agreeable ſorm of a chaly beate for children, 


may be given, from a drachm to two, three 
or four times every day. — The infuſion of 
the bark, No. 11. with or without the 


elixir of vitriol, will be uſeful; more par- 


ticularly, if any ſeveriſh heat, or hectical 


ſymptoms, , ſhould forbid the uſe of Reel, till 


their removal. 


The diſtorted parts may be reſtored again to 
their figure by mechanical inſtruments of dif- 
ferent Kinds, adapted to counteract the trac- 


tion of the muſcles. 


THE DROPSY. 


HE Indications of cure in a Dropſy 
will confift in removing the cauſe of 

the diſeaſe ; in evacuating the waters effuſed 
into the ſeveral cavities ; and in preventing 


a relapſe, by frengthening the ſolids of the 


body, and guarding againſt a future col- 
lection. 


The waters are to be evacuated either

An acid acrimony prevails principally in 
the prime vie; and may derive its origin, 
either from too great a quantity of aceſcent 


food, or from a laxity and debility of the 


ſtomach and organs of digeſtion, 


It is to be remedied by diet; by thi anta- 
cid abſorbent medicines; and by ſtrength- 
ening the primæ viæ, by which digeſtion 


may be haſtened, and the aliments prevented 


from turning four. 


To cut off ts aceſcent fomes, a diet, which 
is of an oppoſite nature to an acid, prepared 
of fleſh meats and the alcaleſcent vegetables, 
will be expedient and uſeful. 


The acid is to be corrected and weak- 
ened, and its ill effects prevented by thoſe 
remedies: which abſorb and neutralize acids : 
Such are the fixed and volatile alcalies, and 
the teſtacea.

The ſigns of Putridity are, in general, as: 
follow. 


A pain and oppreſſion in the ſtomach, a 
bitter taſte in the mouth, or like that of rot- 
ten eggs, a fotid breath, thirſt, a nauſea, 
and vomiting of a pptrid bilious ſordes, 
and a putrid diarrhza. Laſſitude and weak- 
_ neſs, a difficult reſpiration, a diſſolved and 
broken craſis of the blood, petechiæ or 
ſpots upon the ſkin, black and blue marks 
reſembling bruiſes, gangrenes, fungous and 
bleeding gums, and excretions of rotten 
jood from the ſtomach, inteſtines, and 
urinary paſlages. 


For the remedy of a Putreſcent Acrimony, 
we ſhould firſt endeavour to come at and re- 
move the cauie. Thus, if too large a pro- 
portion of putreſcent diet ſhould have con- 
curred to its production, aliments of an op- 
poſite quality will be, by all means, adviſ- 
able; at leaſt either acids or aceſcents. The 
farinoſa boiled in water or milk; the ſum. 
mer tart fruits, and their acids juices, either 
crude or fermented ; as wines, vinegar, and 
the like. It will be expedient likewiſe to 
evacuate the putrid humours by the ſeveral 
emunctories of the body; from the prime viz, 
by emetics and cathartics, and from the 
blood, by diuretics and ſudorifics : At the.

TN every Fever, the pulſe becomes quicker 


1 than natural, and the functions of the bo- 
dy more or leſs impaired or vitiated. 


The cauſes of Fevers then will be ſuch as, 
by their irritation, can quicken the circula- 
tion, andexcite ſpaſmodic contractions in the 
ſe veral parts of the body. And, | 


Theſe we may —_— in a-twofold man- 
ner; into general, and particular. 


The general or epidemic cauſes of Fevers 
are ſuch as may affect a whole city, country, 
or family; and, for the moſt part, depend 
upon ſome putreſcent or inf-&ious partieles 
| lodged in the air, or upon its manifeſt quali- 
ties; ſueh as its heat or coldneſs, its moiſture 
or dryneſs, and the like. | 


The particular cauſes of Fevers, or ſuch as 
will affect individuals only, we may refer to 
three claſſes. At, 


1. To a purulent fomes within the body, 
from confined matter, the conſequence of ſup»

2. To a putreſcent, acrimonious ſtate of 


the juices, from a putrid. fomes of any kind,

From the firſt claſs, Fevers of the hectical, 
and colliquative kinds, will derive their ori- 
g1n ; from the ſecond, Fevers of the putrid 
or malignant kind ; and from the third claſs, 
or obftruted perſpiration, according to the 
habit of body and conſtitution of the patient, 
either the acute inflammatory, the low ner-

It has been a long received maxim in phy-

For this purpoſe, eſpecially in the begin- | 
ing of a febrile complaint, the preparations. 


of antimony (ſee No. i. pag. 5.) exceed 


any remedy we are as yet acquainted with; 
and often tend to the ſpeedy removal of the 


diſeaſe. 


The ſecond indication, viz. that of regu- 


lating properly the febrile impetus, will be- 
come a matter of moment in the cure of Fe- 


vers ; as the diſeaſe itſelf, rightly moderated, 


and reſtrained within proper bounds and limi- 
tations, is the beft remedy for the coction and 
expulſion of the morbific cauſe ; for art can 


only avail in regulating properly the powers 


of life and the circulation, that the febrile

The CoLpness and SHIVERING, which 
for the moſt part accompany the Fever at its 
firſt onſet, will be owing to a ſpaſmodic 
AriQure of the ſmall or capillary veſſels. 
'The 
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The heat, which ſuceeeds, will depend ” 
upon the encreaſed and quickened circulation; 
or, as is ſometimes the caſe, in the putrid Fe- 


ver, upon an inteſtine motion, or putreſcent 


fermentation in the blood and j Juices. 


As heat generally ſucceeds the mbreriag 
and coldneſs, it is not often that the cold fit 
will require a particular cure. If any medi- 
cine ſhould be neceſſary, ſome gently ſtimu- 
lating cordial, ſuch as a little warm wine, 
with ſome ſuitable aromatic, may be expe- 
dient.

will often prove ſalutary, and ought not to be 
ſuddenly checked. — For the relief of this

as, in the acute Fever, it will depend upon 
an inflammatory irritation; and, in the low 
nervous Fever, upon ſpaſmodic affections in 
the encephalon, principally perhaps the co- 
verings of the brain; or again, a Delirium 
ſometimes ariſes from an affection of the 
ſtomach and ſordes collected there; ſome 
times alſo from weakneſs. 


A DELIRIUM is to be removed, by abating 
the cauſe.

HE prediſpoſing cauſes of an acute in- 

flammatory Fever are thoſe which 
ſtrengthen and brace up the ſolids, and induce 
a ſizey inſpiſſation upon the fluids. Hence a 
robuſt and plethoric habit will ever be moſt 
obnoxious to inflammatory indiſpoſitions ; 
whilſt, on the contrary, in the weakly and.in- 
firm, the circulation cannot readily be worked 
up to ſuch a pitch as is requiſite to conſtitute 
a diſeaſe of the inflammatory kind. 


The occaſi nal cauſes of the acute Fever are 


analagous to thoſe which have been recite] as 
productive of inflammation, Pag.

the partial and general Fever, than that in the 
one, a particular organ 1s more immediately 
affected; in the other, the diſeaſe is general 
throuphout the habit; and in each, cold, or 
obſtructed perſpiration, 1s almoſt the only oc- 
caſional cauſe.

PUTRID MALIGNANT FEVER. 


HE cauſes of a putrid, malignant, 

jail, or hoſpital Fever, are ſuch as 
can affect the blood and juices with a pu- 
trid or putreſcent acrimony, Hence the 
cauſes which have been aſſigned, Pag. 27. 
28. as productive of ſuch a ſtate of the fluids, 
may prediſpoſe to a diſeaſe of this kind : 
Improper food, a moiſt and warm air, exha- 
lations from corrupting animal and vegetable 
ſubſtances, or infectious maſmata from diſ- 


eaſed bodies, and the like. 


The ſymptoms in a putrid malignant Fever 
are many of them ſimilar to thoſe in the low 
nervous Fever ; hence the two have by many 
been confounded as the ſame diſeaſe : but we 
may readily diftinguiſh the ane from the 
other by the ſigns of putrefaction, which 
always appear in the one but are wanting in 
the other. The putrid Fever then may be 
known by the ſudden proftration of ftrength, 
fœtid breath, extreme thirſt, quick and weak 
pulſe, apththz or a gangrenous ſtate of the

rheumatic affection, induced upon the coats 
of the nerves from catching cold, by lying 
upon the wet ground, and the like; or, 
from the vapours exhaling from mineral bo- 
dies, antimony, mercury, arſnic, lead, and

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Are induced by every cauſe which can 
relax and weaken the habit; eſpecially. if wa 
the mind at the ſame time ſhould be atten- ted 
tively engaged, or affected by any particu- 
1 lar object; as this will greatly tend to the re- 
1 laxation of the nervous ſyſtem in general.

Lived, is a moſt ſalutary ſign. —If at the ſame 
time a: ſweat ſhould break out, and the urine 
let fall a copious ſediment, we may with. a 
good deal of certainty ran a recovery. 


Under theſe circumſtances we ſhould be cau- 
tious how we weaken the powers of nature, 
by bleeding or purging, leſt we ſhould retard 


the criſis, and impede the operations of na-

HE Peripneumonia Notha, the Baſtard 
I Peripneumony, or Humoral Aſthma, 
is a diſeaſe of a very different and oppoſite na- 
ture to the true. 


Has its origin from a weakened and relaxed 
ſtate of the veſſels of the lungs, and a pitui- 
tous lentor, or glutinous diſpoſition of the 
fluids ſtagnating in, and obſtructing the veſ- 
ſels and glandular follicules; and hence the 
cauſes, which have been before aſſigned as 
productive of too viſcid a ſtate of the fluids 
will likewiſe prove the antecedents to this 
diſeaſe, eſpecially if the cutaneous perſpira- 
tion ſhould be ſuppreſſed either by the winter's 
cold, or any other occaſional cauſe. 


The indications of cure will conſiſt in atte- 
nuating and expelling the pituitous colluvies, 
and ſtrengthening the habit in general, and 
lungs in particular, to prevent a relapſe. 
To anſwer theſe intentions, the remedies re- 
commended for the cure of a ſpontaneous glu- 
ten, or a pituitous lentor in the veſſels and 
viſcera, will be moſt adviſeable, ſee Pag.

but if the diſeaſe ſhould have been of 2 any 
ſtanding, a different manner of treatment 
will be required: For the lungs having 
been weakened by the diſeaſe, and tubercles 
or ſuppurations beginning to form, medi- 
cines of the gently ſtimulating and ſtrength- 
ening kinds will now avail the moit. In 
' ſhort, the remedies which have been before 
recommended for the relief of a Peripneu- 
monia Notha, Pag. g5, 96. will in ge- 
neral be uſeful here, as the indications of 
cure are nearly ſimilar. - The balſamic 
pill, an expreſſion of millimedes, the lac 
ammoniacum; the warm, natural balſams, 
the balſam * Gilead, of Tolu, of Peru, 
of Capivi, flowers of Benjamin, and the 
like. | 


We have hitherto been examining the 
treatment of the ſeveral affections which give 
riſe to ulcerated lungs ; we are next to en- 
quire into the moſt likely methods of relief 
when the diſeaſe is confirmed: But here we 
ſhall be too often foiled in our expectations 
of a cure; as it too frequently happens, in 
theſe caſes, that the very beſt remedies will 
prove ineffeual. — Our attempts however 
fhould be directed to heal the ulceration; to 
guard and defend the blood againſt the pu- 
rulent infection, and palliate the moſt. agent 
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ſtomach and pall the appetite, 
cines will be rather prejudicial. 
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The two firſt intentions are to be anſwered 
by remedies nearly fimilar : Balſamics of dif- 
ferent kinds; the natural and artificial bal- 
ſams; in particular the balſamic pill; an 
expreſſion of the millepedes; the bark; an 
eaſily digeſted, nutritious, antiputreſcent 
diet, as milk, whey, and the like, with a 


pure, dry air, will promiſe the faireſt. 


The ſeveral ſymptoms are to be palliated by 
different methods: The cough is beſt relieved 
by opiates, which, in conſumptive caſes, it 
is often neceſſary to preſcribe very freely; as 
by quieting the irritation and cough, they 
will prevent the lungs from being flraineds 


and the ulcer from a farther diſtraction. 
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In caſe of a ſoreneſs in the:gheft or ſtomach, 
emulſions with ſperma cæti, or oil of almonds, 
may be uſeful ; otherwiſe, as they relax the 

:, the oily medi- 


| The hectieal febrile paroxyſms will not be 


removed ſo long as the purulent fomes conti- 


nues to be abſorbed into the circulation. The 


bark, either in ſubſtance or decoction, bids 


the faireſt of any other medicine to relieve ; 
and may be taken freely between the fits. — 
The Briſtol waters have been recommended,

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The night ſweats are to be attempted by 
medicines of the bracing and aſtringent kinds: 
Such are the bark, with elixir of vitriol, alum, 
the blue vitriol in very ſmall doſes, the teſta- 
cca, the tinctura ſaturnina, and the like. 


The diarrhza, which happens in the laſt 
ſtage of a Conſumption, is rarely to be reme- 
died: For, as it depends upon a determina- 
tion of the purulent fomes to the inteſtines ; 
4 without that, as the cauſe, could be cut off, 
=. - the effect will ſcarcely ceaſe. — We may ob- 
| ſerve, that the hectical heats and colliquative 
_ ſweats are for the moſt part abated by the pur- 

ging; and when this is checked, the others 
will return with redoubled violence. Hence, 
if we attempt to ſtop the purging, we ſhall 
encreaſe the hectical ſymptoms ; on the other 
kand, if the purging ſhould continue, it wall 
greatly weaken and exhauſt the patient, and 
haſten him to his end. —To abate however of 
its violence, medicines of the opiate, incraſſa- 
ting, and aſtringent kinds will be requiſite : 
Such are the pulv. e ſuccin. comp. pulv. e tra- 
gacanth. pulv. e bolo comp. cum opio; decoc- 
tions and extract of log-wood ; the teſtacea, 
the Nevelholt, and Tilbury waters, and the 
like. — But as it is hardly to be ſtopped with- 
out being ſucceeded by the worſt ſymptoms, 
we may eſteem it for the moſt part the fore- 
runner of a diſſolution. > 
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A hectical fever, ſrom any other cauſe 
than ulcerated lungs, will require nearly the - 
ſame treatment — The great indication of 
cure will conſiſt in procuring a free diſ- 
charge for the confined matter. 'The ſymp- 
toms may be palliated as above mentioned. 
The bark in particular will of all other medi- 
cines the moſt avaal.

INDIGESTION. * 


WANT of Appetite may proceed 

either from fault in the ſtomach, or 
in the humours ſeparated and contained in 
it. 


A relaxed ſtate of the ſtomach, and an 
original or acquired weak texture of its fi- 
bres, is often the cauſe of a Depraved Appe- 
tite, and an impeded expulſion of the ali- 
ments into the inteſtines. 


In theſe caſes phlegm generally abounds ; 
which blunts the irritation, which produces 
hunger. Acidities will be generated, with 
cardialgiz, nauſeas, flatulencies, and the 
like. | 


The humours contained or ſeparated in 
the ſtomach deprave the appetite when ei- 
ther from an oppreſſing viſcidity, or pun- 
gent acrimony, they afford a diſagreeable 
or painful ſenſation: Thus, glutinous pitu- 
itous humours, loading the ſtomach, ad- 
| © hering 
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hering to its ſides, or fluctuating in its cavi- 
ty; or putrid and bilious humours, lodging 
in the primz wiz, will leſſen the appetite, 
and diminiſh the deſire for food, 


Another particular ſpecies of a Depraved _ 
Appetite, and want of digeſtion, will ariſe | 
from a continual uſe of ſpirituous liquors ; 
which will at length give a rigid contraction 
and a callous inſenſibility to the coats of the 
ſtomach ; whence innumerable and often irre- 
me..1able complaints. . | 


When a want of appetite is owing to a 
relaxation of the ſtomach, ſuch medicines are 
required, which, by their aſtringency, may 
gradnally brace it up, and, by their warmth, 
encreaſe the contraction of its muſcular 
coats. — But as in general the primz vie 
are loaded with a pirhitous colluvies, it will 
be expedient firſt to cleanſe and deterge the

Diarrhæa, or Purging, and a Dyſente- 
N ry, which we may diſtinguiſh from the 
Diarrhza, by the gripings and pain with 
which it is attended, may ariſe from any cauſe 
which can irritate and ſtimulate the inteftines 


to excietion, 


Sometimes it will appear as the ſymptom 
of a fever; at others will be owing to acrid, 
putrid, bilious ſordes collected in the prime 
viz, or ſomething noxious to be expelled the 
circulation. - Frequently alſo from an ob- 
ſtructed perſpiration a Purging bas enſued ; 
and indeed in moſt Diarrhæas, the chronic 
ones in particular, the ſkin is generally dry, 
and perſpiration very little. — A periodical 
cauſe has likewiſe often given riſe to a Pyſen- 
tery; and fometimes it has happened from ul- 
cers or tumours in the inteſtines, 


If a Diarrhæa ſhould come on as the ſymp- 
tom of a fever, it may be relieved by the me- 
thods recommended Pag.

. forgery than of medicine. — If they , 
be reſolved, they ſhould be either extirpated 
or brought to ſuppuration.— A mercurial waſls.
